Jamestown, N. Y.. April 21.-Eisht 
persons are dead and 10 injured, three 
of them seriously, as the result of a 
collision between a passenger train 
and a freight train on the Erie Rail- 
road, near Red House, N, Y. 


Of the dead only one, Robert N. 
Hotchkiss, of Meadvllle, a brakeman, 
has been Identified. 
Seven 
bodies, 
apparently those of three men, three 
women and a child, were burned be- 
yond recognition in the flnarce Are 
which followed the wreck. 
The wo- 
men are said to have boarded the 
train at Youngstown, Ohio, and to 
have come from Pittsburg.

were consumed. There is some dispute 
as to the cause of the wreck. The pas- 
senger train was running east, and the 
freight, which was west-bound, had or- 
ders to go Into the siding at Red House 
and wait for the passenger train to go 
by. The siding la about a mile and a 
half long, and there is a towor of the 
block syetem near the west end. 


The freight was drawji by two en- 
gines. 
Some trouble was experienced 
in entering the siding, and the fore- 
most engine of the freight was sent in 
along the siding with a flagman to aold 
the express. 
It is alleged that the op- 
erator in the tower, Lawrence Vale, a 
boy 17 years old. saw the light engine 
of the freight, which was bringing up 
the flag, and supposed the frelglit was 
en the aiding baiilnd it. Vale then dis- 
played a white signal toward the pas- 
senger train, Indicating to tho engineer 
that he had a clear track. 
. The engineer on the passenger train 
failed to see the flagman sent out from 
the forward engine of the freight train 
and saw only the clearance signal from 
the tower. 
The train ran toward the 
east end of the siding at high speed, 
collided with the second engine of the 
freight train just as It was about to 
clear the main line. 
Tho passenger 
engine and some of the coaches crash- 
ed Into a small wooden structure used 
as a feed store and school house. 
The 
first half doBon cars of the freight were 
wrecked. 
They wore box cars loaded 
with coal. The coal filtered in among 
the wrPckagG,creating an intense heat.

Jamestown, N. Y., April 21.—Eight 
persons are dead and 10 injured, three 
of them seriously, as the result of a 
collision between a passenger train 
and a freight train on the Erie Rail* 
road, near Red House, N. Y. 
Of the dead only one, Robert N. 
Hotchkiss, of Meadville, a brakeman, 
has been identified. 
Seven bodies, 
apparently those of three men, three 
women and a child, were burned be­ 
yond recognition in the fl'erce fire 
which followed the wreck. 
The wo­ 
men are said to have boarded the 
train at Youngstown, Ohio, and to 
have come from Pittsburg. 
R. S. McCready, a mail, weigher of 
Meadville, Pa., and Frank Barhite, of 
Jamestown, a traveling salesman, aro 
missing, and it 1» likely two of the 
unidentified bodie» are those of the 
two men. 
The 
wrecked 
passenger train was 
known as No. 4, running from Chicago 
to New York. 
It 
was derailed by 
striking a freight train which was tak­ 
ing a siding at Red House. The wreck 
at once took fire, and the combination 
car, two day coaches and two sleepers, 
together with 
several 
freight cars, 
were consumed. There i» some dispute 
aa to the cause of the wreck. The pas­ 
senger train was running east, and the 
freight, which waa west-bound, had or­ 
ders to go into the siding at Red Houae 
and wait for the passenger train to go 
by. The siding is about a mile and a 
half long, and there is a tower of the 
block system near the west end. 
The freight was drawji by two en­ 
gines. 
Some trouble was experienced 
in entering the tiding, and the fore­ 
most engine of the freight was aent in 
along the siding with a fragman to nold 
the expresa. It ia alleged that the op­ 
erator in the tower, Lawrence Vale, a 
boy 17 years old, saw the light engine 
of the freight, which was bringing up 
the flag, and supposed the freight was 
cn the siding behind it. Vale then dis­ 
played a white signal toward the pas­ 
senger train, indicating to the engineer 
that he had a clear track. 
. The engineer on the passenger train 
failed to see the flagman sent out from 
the forward engine of the freight train 
and saw only the clearance signal from 
th» tower. 
The train ran toward the 
east end of the siding at high speed, 
collided with the second engine of the 
freight train just as it was about to 
clear the main line. 
The passenger 
engine and some of the coaches crash­ 
ed into a small wooden structure used 
as a feed store and school house. The 
first half doKon cars of the freight were 
wrecked. 
They wore box car« loaded 
with coal. The coal filtered in among 
the wreckage,creating an intense heat. 
All but three of the cars of the expres» 
followed 
the engine, and the whole 
mass of wreckage was soon In flames. 
The tracks were strewn for rods with 
burning wood and coal and heap» of 
twisted iron work.

“To all members of the United Mine 
Workers of America in the anthracite 
coal fields: 
“Gentlemen—The executive board» 
of Districts Nos. 1, 7 and 9, having un­ 
der consideration the situation of the 
anthracite region have after careful 
consideration concluded: 
“That the best interests of our or­ 
ganization will be conserved by an im­ 
mediate resumption of work at all the 
mines where strikes or lockouts are 
now in force, and the reference of all 
matter of dispute to the joint board of 
conciliation providod for in the award 
of the anthracite coal strike commis­ 
sion. 
In order that adjustments may 
be facilitated, wo have Fjelected the 
president» of Districts Nos. 1, 7 and 9 
to act a» our representatives on the 
board of conciliation, and we have de­ 
cided to notify the presidents of vari­ 
ous coal carrying railroads that we are 
prepared to meet the representatives 
of the coal companies at the earliest 
possible date for the purpose of con­ 
sidering and adjusting all questions at 
issue growing out of the interpretation 
or application of the award.

brother would not be his present heir- 
apparent in preference to his eldest 
daughter. 
Since the accession of the 
Romanoffs Russia has been ruled at 
various times by four Empresses, but It 
is not certain that, failing the xjresent 
Czarevitch—whose constitution is by 
no means robust—his position as the 
heir-apparent would not be taken by 
the Czar’s 
uncle, the Grand Duke 
Vladimir, the handsomest and ablest 
member of the Imperial house—a kind 
of cross In character and accomplish« 
ments between Nicholas I., our an­ 
tagonist of the Crimea, and his son, 
Alexander II,, the emancipator of the 
serfs,—London Chronicle.

ENQAQED AN ADMIRAL. 


In Order to Get a Good 
Commander 


for Hit Embryonic 
Fleet He En- 


faged the Services of a Man 
Who 


Had 
a 
Most 
Unsavory 
Record. 


With the expected 
arrival in this 
ootintry of Prof. Uphues of 
Berlin, 
commlssiocied by Emperor William IL 
to fluperlntend the erection of 
the 
statue of Frederick the Greait, "Gen. 
Washington's friend/' at the capital 
city, all manners of stories will prob- 
ably be printed of the ways and od- 
dlUes of de alte Fritz. Most of them 
aro very likely known to the student 
of history; but there are a few—treas- 
ured only in rather obscure German 
publications—which, while of great in- 
terest. have never found their way into 
the textbooks. 


One of them is of particular Initerest 
Just now, in view of the recent appeals 
of the war lord for a larger German 
navy, for it records the first beginning 
of that marine power, and shows at 
the same time that der grosse Koenig 
was not loath to overlook a man's 
character as long as no fault could be 
found with his ability. The burden of 
the story in question Is—and Its truth 
is vouched for by official 
documents 
now In the archives of the city of Stet- 
tin—that in order to get a good admir- 
al for his embryonic fleet Frederick the 
Great was willing to accept the services 
of a man known to the police as a pir- 
ate, and who had been kicked out of 
the service of half a dozen 
govern- 
ments and arrested as many times. 


It was shortly after the battle 
of 
Neuwarp, on Sept. 10. 1759, when the 
twelve ships composing the German 
navy had been partly captured and 
partly sent to Davy Jones's locker by 
the Swedes, that the Duke August Wll- 
helm of Braunschwelg-Bevem, govern- 
or of Stettin, was instructed by King 
Frederick to build a new fleet. There 
was little enough money on hand for 
the purpose, but the task was accom- 
plished In less than two years, and 
in the summer of 1761 twelve new ships 
rocked at anchor in the port of Stet- 
tin. The total then was 450, but one im- 
portant post was still vacant—that of 
the admiral. 


Duke August Wilhelm tried his best 
to get the right man for the place. He 
offered it 'to several British officers, but 
they were too proud to take the com- 
mand of the "German toy navy." The 
Danes were 
sympathizers 
of 
the 
Swedes, Prussia being In warfare with 
France, Sweden and Russia, officers of 
these countries were out of the ques- 
tion, and the sailors of Holland were 
after money, which the Prussian gov- 
ernment could only spare In very small 
amounts, and not after glory. 


In his distress the governor appealed 
to Privy Councillor von Hecht, the 
Prussian representative at Stettin. This 
official, anxious to serve, made the 
necessary inquiries, and In less than 
a week reported that he had found the 
very man for the post. He begged the 
duke to overlook certain imperfections 
of manner and reputation in his can- 
didate, but recommended him as an 
able seaman than which no better had 
ever guided a ship through the surging 
main. 


A few minutes later the aspirant for 
the Prussian admiralship was led in 
the duke's room. He was a squatty Hol- 
lander, with bloated face and small 
gleaming eyes and two 
ugly 
scars 
across his forehead. His age was hard 
to guess, but the duke put It at about 
fifty years. 
The applicant said that 
his name was Berndt Rebbe, and that 
he was willing to 'take the job, provid- 
ing he was given a good deal of lati- 
tude in the management of the new 
navy. He qualified as a discriminating 
disciplinarian and seaman by saying 
that the ships were badly rigged and 
the sailors a band of unruly loafers, 
who would have to dance to a different 
tune the moment he took command. 
He then spat complacently on the fine 
carpet and took a chair without hav- 
ing been offered the courtesy, 


Not over-Impressed with the person- 
ality of the would-be admiral, the duke 
at first Intended to drop him, but, fol- 
lowing the advice of von Hecht, made 
the necessary recommendation to the 
king, not omitting, however, that he 
could not very well see how a man of 
that calibre could become the highest 
Prussian naval officer. 


But King Frederick forthwith made 
ouit the commission of Berndt Rebbe. 
While the document was on its way 
to Stettin, a delegation from the Neth- 
erlands, accomj^anled by a 
senator 
from Hamburg, were ushered in the 
duke's room. After a long introduc- 
tion the callers stated that the employ- 
ment of Rebbe would be considered an 
afiront by the government of the Neth- 
erlands, inasmuch as he was a danger- 
ous character and had had considerable 
trouble with the authorities of the 
'•General States/' They then proceeded 
to read a long list of excerpts from of- 
ficial documents containing, 
among 
others, the following facts: 
In 1739 
Rebbe bad been discharged from the 
naval service of the Netherlands on ac- 
count ot bis participation in the mut- 
Uy on bovd the frlgaice Aphrodite.

later made his appearance In Venetiaa 
waters, under the name of Bernardo 
Rlbbl. He was accused of attempted 
fraud, but owing to his bravery, which 
he proved in several engagements with 
the Turks, the authorities 
declared 
themselvea satisfied with the confisca- 
tion of his house at Murano and exiled 
him forever from Italy. In 1747 he com- 
manded a Spanish man-of-war. but lost 
his commission on account of brutality 
and capping the climax five years lat- 
er, was caught redhanded as the com- 
mander of a pirate ship by the French 
corvets Furore and Algle. He escaped 
from prison, however, and later man- 
aged to convince the authorities that 
ho was not one of the 
freebooters 
caught In that raid of the ocean. But 
in 1857 a sailor by the name of Peter 
Raukman took the 
witness

against him and swore that Rebbe was 
the commander of the buccaneers who 
plundered the Danish brlgantlne Kjoe- 
benhavn.

Because, as soon 
as a better man can be found, it would 
be so much easier to chase the fellow 
to the devil." 


So Berndt Rebbe was made admiral. 
But the trouble with him was that he 
did not know enough to value the good 
fortune which had fallen to his 
lot. 
Without firsit informing his superiors 
he engaged one hundred sailors, black- 
guards of his own kind, but before he 
could take them on board they were 
arrested by the authorities of Hamburg 
who saw In the act a breach of the 
peace. Rebbe retained his liberty, but 
peace being declared soon afiter, the 
duke gave up the Idea of organizing a 
navy strong enough to engage 
the 
Swedish warships, and Rebbe was dis- 
charged. The ex-admlral appealed to 
the courts, and in order to get rid of 
the fellow the duke paid him a few 
hundred thalers out of his own pocket. 


According to reliable accounts of the 
further life of the first admiral of the 
second Prussian fieet, he purchased a 
ship and piled the trade of a pirate In 
the Baltic sea until he was hanged at 
Guernsey with ten other pirates» hav- 
ing been captured by a British govern- 
ment vessel.

fn Order to Qet a Qeed 
Commander 
for HI« Embryonic 
Fleet He En*

With the expected arrival In this 
ootmtry of Prof. Uphues of 
Berlin, 
commissioned by Emperor William II. 
to superintend the erection of 
the 
statue of Frederick the Greait, "Gen. 
Washington’s friend,” at the capital 
city, all manners of stories •will prob­ 
ably be printed of the ways and od* 
dlties of de alte Fritz. Most of them 
very likely known to the student 
of history; but there are a few—treas­ 
ured only In rather obscure German 
publications—which, while of great in* 
terest, have never found their way Into 
the textbooks. 
One of them Is of particular Initerest 
Just now. In view of the recent appeals 
of the war lord for a larger German 
navy, for It records the first beginning 
of that marine power, and shows at 
the same time that der grosse Koenig 
was not loath to overlook a man’s 
character as long as no fault could be 
found with his ability. The burden of 
the story in question Is—and Its truth 
is vouched for by official 
documents 
now in the archives of the city of Stet­ 
tin—that in order to get a good admir­ 
al for his embryonic fleet Frederick the 
Great was willing to accept the services 
of a man known to the police as a pir­ 
ate, and who had been kicked out of 
the service of half a dozen

the commander of the buccaneers who 
plundered the Danish brigantine KJoe- 
benhavn. 
The duke lost no time in reporting 
these facts to his king. But once hav­ 
ing made up his mind that a 
man 
suited his purpose Frederick the Great 
never recalled an appointment. He de­ 
spatched Lieut von Huellesen to th* 
governor of Stettin with a letter, part 
of which reads as follows: 


ttAnd in further relation to Rebbe, 
His Majesty have said that Your Ex­ 
cellency need not hesitate to make out 
his commission as 
admiral....under 
the fiag of war of the king. His Majes­ 
ty have taken acknowledgment of the 
report of the police of Hamburg and 
said that such conduct has never be­ 
fore come under his observation. But 
that this was not the proper time to be 
too particular. And since Rebbe, ac­ 
cording to his antecedents, was un­ 
doubtedly possessed of courage 
and 
routine, It was so much better that he 
was painted so black. Because, as soon 
as a better man can be found, it would 
be so much easier to chase the fellow 
to the devil.” 
So Berndt Rebbe was made admiral. 
But the trouble with him was that he 
did not know enough to value the good 
fortune which had fallen to his 
lot. 
Without flrsit informing his superiors 
he engaged one hundred sailors, black- 
giiards of his own kind, but before he 
could take them on board they were 
arrested by the authorities of Hamburg 
who saw In the act a breach of the 
peace. Rebbe retained his liberty, but 
peace being declared soon after, the 
duke gave up the Idea of organizing a 
navy strong enough to engage 
the 
Swedish warships, and Rebbe was dis­ 
charged. The ex-admiral appealed to 
the courts, and in order to get rid of 
the fellow the duke paid him a few 
hundred thalers out of his own pocket. 
According to reliable accounts of the 
further life of the first admiral of the 
second Prussian fleet, he purchased a 
ship and plied the trade of a pirate In 
the Baltic sea until he was hanged at 
Guernsey with ten other pirates, hav­ 
ing been captured by a British govern­ 
ment vessel. 


Prisoners and Spectacles. 
The question of prisoners being al­ 
lowed to retain their spectacles when 
under remand—the 
question 
which 
has been raised in the case of the man 
charged with tho Leyton murders— 
came up at the Guildhall, says the 
Westminster Gazette. In the case of 
a deaf and dumb man named Wallace, 
Avho was charged with breaking and 
entering some offices in Leadenhall 
street. On the magistrate granting a 
remand, It was asked whether the 
accused man wotild be allowed to re­ 
tain his pinsnez, he being unable to 
read without them. The gaoler said 
the prison authorities would certain­ 
ly not allow a pri.=?oner to have spec­ 
tacles or eyeglasses. This was In con­ 
sequence of a prisoner cutting his 
tliroat with his spectacles. Mr. Alder­ 
man Strong considered It rather hard 
on persons charged who might be ino- 
cent. It was bad enough to be short­ 
sighted, but to be dieprived of their 
only means of reading was adding in. 
suit to Injury. However, he must leave 
the matter for the governor of th# 
prison, 


A Substitute for Memory. 
The latest piece of clockwork ingen­ 
uity comes from 
Geneva. In 
that 
home of horological marvels a clock 
with a phonograph attached to it has 
just been constructed. The clock acts 
a.s a mechanical mentor. If a man haa 
to keep a business appointment at 12 
o’clock tomorrow he tells his phono­ 
graph clock all about it and sets the 
alarih indicator for half past eleven. 
At that time on the morrow the clock 
will speak its message of reminder, 
giving him half an hour In which to 
get ready. 
A clock expert at Bensen’s, Ludgate, 
Hill, said in an interview that such 
contrivances are regarded only as 
toys.—liondon Correspondence, New 
York Herald.

A Subtropical Solar Observatory. 
Proiresser Langley has written a 
not© to the secretary of the Carnegie 
Institution 
at Washington 
pointing 
out that the establishment of a great 
observatory at a high altitude in the 
snbtropical 
regions » would advance 
knowledge in a high degree. It should 
be chiefly devoted to question of solar 
physics, such as the observation of the 
solar spots for a sunspot cycle, the 
determination of the amount of heat 
received from the sun and the causes 
of its probable variation, etc. 
Dr. 
Langley suggests that the 
sum of 
$500,000 be set apart for this object. 
As he is personally Interested, espe- 
cially In the problem of determining 
the amount, of heat received from the 
sun by the earth, he lays stress on 
the necessity for establishing the ob- 
servatory at a high altitude. It must 
not be forgotten, howevei, that the 
very best seeing of the sun is to be 
had from the small Islands of the Pa- 
cific Ocean that lie well within the 
trade wind belt, and that certain solar 
problems can be better solved at such 
stations than at any high altitude ob- 
servatory.

According to a report Just published 
by the German Navy Depgirtment the 
German navy officers Include three ad- 
mirals, eight vice admirals and fifteen 
rear admirals; there are furthermore 
52 captains, 324 first lieutenants and 
about 800 lieutenants.

A Subtropical Solar Observatory. 
Proiresser Langley has written a 
note to the secretary of the Carnegie 
Institution at Washington pointing 
out that th© establishment of a great 
observatory at a high altitude in the 
subtropical 
regions* would advance 
knowledge in a high degree. It should 
be chiefly devoted to question of solar 
physics, such as the observation of the 
solar spots for a sunspot cycle, the 
determination of the amount of heat 
received from the sun and the causes 
of its probable variation, etc. 
Dr. 
Langley suggests that the 
sum of 
$500,000 be set apart for this object. 
As he is personally interested, espe­ 
cially in the problem of determining 
the amount, of heat received from the 
sun by the earth, he lays stress on 
the necessity for establishing the ob­ 
servatory at a high altitude. It must 
not be forgotten, howeveí, that the 
very best seeing of the sun is to be 
had from the small islands of the Pa­ 
cific Ocean that lie well within the 
trade wind belt, and that certain solar 
problems can be better solved at such 
stations than at any high altitude ob­ 
servatory.

Nothing is more rare than a really 
perfect nose; that is, one Avhich unites 
harmony of form, correctness of pro­ 
portion and proper affinity witli the 
other features.
